4. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Lance Sadler on 1/6/05. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Examiner's Amendment 1/6/05, in addition to the amendment filed 8/30/04, puts the 
application into condition for allowance by incorporating into all remaining independent 
claims the features of the first contextual display and navigating to multiple contexts 
associated with multiple different functionalities using the quick links by associated 
indicia, yet within the first context and without changing the single application window. 
The Examiner's Amendment also cancels claims 21-31 , 42-52, 61-62, 68 which pertain 
to broader versions of the claims. Thus for example a user working within a web 
browser functionality can view quick links associated with email functionality without 
having to change their web browsing context. Additional art such as Ellis et al show 
quick links to other functionalities and contexts, but not without leaving the first context 
or application program based on engagable indicia to display the quick links in the first 
contextual display. The combination of features in the claims as amended are not set 
forth in the prior art of record. 

Independent claims: 1 amended - the method. 15 amended - the computer readable 
media. 32 amended - the method like claim 1 amended, which also brings out 
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receiving the information pertaining to the multiple different user contexts (i.e. receiving 
the email messages). 54 amended - computer readable media with code to produce 
the user interface, also reciting the command area.
